I'he xaiante toe now Asm became efisetive 1 re filed the suit that was largely 
responsible for the asessding of tbs law. Until that aaasnt the Department of Justice 
merely stonswallsd. Once 1 filed, however, they took as entirely new and different 
Hoe, beginning with m invitation to confer with the FBI. fheir new lino also holds 
considerable hazard because it requires perjury. I have proven it and will prove sore 
as soon as an affidavit now being revised is filed. With the judge we have on the 
district level there say be no danger to the government but once this gets to the 
appeals court that situation may well cnange. The chief judge was outraged at feats 
tbs FBI did in the first case but was overruled. I already have sort than he needs 
in the record, uncon testeu &au Deyond/testing, in this new suit record.
